COALITION . THREATENED.

BERLIN, Thursday. 

Once again the German Government is con- 
fronted wit: a crisis! Saxony has replied to 
General Mueller’s demand for the disavowal 
of Here Boettcher by nominating him to the 
teichsrat, Germany's Federal Council, which 
is about the most spectacular rebuff of which 
she could. have bean capable. 

At the same time, ‘Social Democratic 
Party, only five days after giving Herr Strese- 
mann his Reichstag victory, is in a state of 
almost open mutiny over his contrasting use of 
ihe iron hand in Saxony, and the blind eye 
in Bavaria. eat 

The result is that the foundering of the 
Coalition is seriously threatened, and Berlin 
has been made to look ridiculous. 

Mueller's ultimatum was delivered in ac- 
cordance. with the instructions of President 
Ebert, Herr Stresemann, and Herr Gessler 
(Minister of Defence). As I stated last night. 
it was decided that military action should. 
be taken to-day. The Socialists, however, 
tent one of their leaders Hermann Mueller, 
to see the Chancellor, and immediately after- 
wards the Cabinet was ‘called together. 

The nature of Hermann Mueller’s mission 
nas shown when Vorwdrts to-day announced 
that the Social Democratic Party must not be 
expected to give its sanction to things that 
simply could not be sanctioned, adding that 
every day saw an ificrease in the number of 
party members who wanted to know how 
much longer responsible participation in Go- 
vernmenit affairs would be possible. sacl 

As if to remove all doubt that this was 
a frank threat to pass from Coalition to Op- 
positon, the paper added: — The fate of the 
Reich may hang on what General Mueller 
does to-day.”” . .

WILD SCENES IN THE SAXON 
DIET. 


BERLIN, Thureday. 

During to-day's debate in the Saxon Diet 
over the Communist demand for the resigna- 
tion of the Imenal Minister of Defence, Herr 
Gessler, the Saxon Premier, Herr . Zeigner, 
made a sensational statement; which gave rise 
to remarkable scenes in the House and cries 
of Shame from the parties of the Right. 

Herr Zeigner said that it was a fact that 
the Reich had an illegal army, though * 
arently without the knowledge of t 
mperial Government. At the end of Sept- 
ember and inning of October many of 
these organisations in the neighbourhood of 
Berlin would have attempted a rising, but 
were prevented from doing so by the Prussian 
State police. 

In the camp at Koenigsbrueck these illegal | 
organisations had been under training from 
four to six weeks this summer. Hundreds of 
thousands of members of these bodies had 
lately been enrolled in the Reichswehr and 
28 In Leiprig alone there were about 
The Entente, he declared, knew of these 
things and would put en end to them. 

A member of the German People’s Party 
thereupon replied that it would have been 
better if this day had never dawned in Saxon 
history, for 40-day was the anniversary of the 
Battle of the Nations at Leipzig. There was 
the first indication that reawakened Germany 
had been surrendered to the enemy. The

self) showed, at least, the longing of the 
German people for a defensive arm. . 

The Saxon Premier could not prevent the 
speaker from going on to say that Herr 
Zeigner's ing constituted open 
treachery from expressing regret that the 
eyes Government had not yet been able to 
find means to take action against those guilty 
of ruch treason. 

At these words a tremendous tumult broke 
out * the Communists, wherefore the 
German Nationalists rose from their seats and 
wal ked out of the House.—(Reuter. )

Dr. H. B. Brackenbarry, Chairman of the 
Insurance Acts Committee, moving the resolu- 
tion rejecting the Minister of Health's terms, 
said that there were four ways in which the 
question might be settled—submission, nego- 
tiation) arbitration, and conflict.

DR. W. E. ASHLEY CUMMINS. 

The news of the death of Dr. Wiiliam 
Edward Ashle Cummins, Cork, which 
occurred yesterday morning after a brief ill- 
ness, came as a great shock to the people 
of Cork City and County.

In his younger days he was 
well known in Rugby football circles as a 
brilliant player, and he played in the Irish 
Fifteens of 1879, 1881 and 1882.

Charles Randal A. MacDonnell, D. L., of 
Montive, King Edward road, Bray, which 
took place suddenly yesterday morning in a 
train between Bray and Killiney.

PRISONERS REMOVED.

Committee of Imperial Defence. I laid this 
before Sir John French, and later before his 
successor, Sir Douglas Haig.

Tho cutting of the enemx's wire and the 
general domination of his firing-lire can be 
effected by engines of this character.

On reaching the enemy's wire 
they turn to the leit or right and run down 
parallel to the enemy’s trench, sweeping his 
parapet with their fire, and crushing and cut- 
ting the barbed wire in lanes and in a slightly 
serpentine course. While doing this the cater- 
pillars will be so close to the enemy’s line 

hat they will be immune from ‘his artillery.

T7 artillery is used to cut wire, the direc- 
tro. and imminence of the attack are pro- 
claimed days heforehand.

Misuse of 
the Tank. 


The scheme of attack by caterpillar vehicles 
thus unfolded was not put into operation 
until the first Battle of Cambrai in Novem- 
ber, 1917. In the licht of years of experience 
man errors can be detected in this forecast; 
hut it might well have served as a basis for 
intense military study. Three months later, 
in February, 1916, Colonel Swirton. who was 
serving on the Secretariat of the Committee 
of Imperial Defence, and had witnessed the 
early trials of ‘‘ Mother Tank.“ set forth and 
printed in careful and accurate detail the 
plan of a tank battle on a great scale. 

In spite of this it took the High Command 
nearly two whole years more to learn to use 
tanks in the manner and conditions for which 
they were originally conceived. During the 
interval every conceivable mistake was com- 
mitted which lack of comprehension could 
suggest. The first twenty tanks. in spite of 
my protest: and the far more patent objec- 
tions of Mr. Asquith aud Mr. Lloyd George. 
were improvidently exposed to the enemy at 
the Battle of the Somme. The immense ad- 
vantage of novelty and surprise was thus 
squandered while the number of the tanks 
was small. while their condition was exper!- 
mental and their crews almost untrained. 

This priceless conception, containing, if 
veed in its integrity and on a sufficient scale, 
the certainty of a great and brilliant victory, 
was revealed to the Germans for the mere 

tty purpose of taking a few ruined villages. 
Mercifully the high military authorities of all 
countries belonced to the same schcol of 
thought. The revelation passed unappreciated 
by the German Command. Thovgh full, of 
novelty and terror, the tank could no longer 
be an apparation, but at least we were not 
ourselves confronted with German tanks in 
large numbers in 1917. 

That vear was to witness the further mis- 
use of the British tank. Instead of employ- 
ing them all at once in drv weather on ground 
not torn by bombardment, in some new 
sector where they could operate very easily 
and by surprise, they were plunged in fonrs 
and fives as a mere minor adjunct of the in- 
fantry into the quagmires and crater-fields of 
Passchendaele. , 

The enemy was familiarised with them by 
their piecemeal use; and thev themselves were 
brought wallowing to a standstill in the mud. 
Indeed, at the end of 1917 many high antho- 
rities in the British Army had become almost 
convinced that they were useless, and gilded 
wiseacres were beginning to unearth again 
their original condemnations of such unpro- 
fessional expedients. Fortunately, the mis- 
handling of the tanks and their consequent 
failure produced a similar impression on the 
German mind. and once again the enemy lost 
the opportunity of hoisting us “ with our own 

tard. | 
9 spite of the reasoning of two years be- 
fore and the steady appeals and arguments 
of the officers of the Tank Corps, it was not 
until Passchendaele was over that the tanks 
were given their chance. They were at last 
to have their own battle. They were at last 
to be allowed to show that they could 
destrov wire without a bombardment which 
would warn the enemy, and consequently re- 
store ie element of surprise to a modern 
offensive.
